PUBLIC HEARING 


In the Common Council Chambers on 


Tuesday evening next there will be held an 
.open official public hearing on the state- 
aided low-rent housing and sub-standard 
clearance program, which has been approved 
for this city by State Housing Commissioner 
Herman T. Stichman. 


The public hearing is called for the pur- 


pose of extending to local residents the 
.opportunity of expressing views in support 
of or against the building development, Any 
voter or property holder is privileged to 
attend Tuesday's hearing, whether merely to 
lister, or make known his mind. 


The public hearing will be conducted by 


the Finance, Ways and Means Committee, 
which is comprised of three members of the 
Common Council. However, since the mat- 
ter will come up for final decision before the 
entire body of the Common Council, it 
would seem that all aldermen should feel 
constrained to attend the hearing in order 
to be fully enlightened before they cast their 
•vote either for acceptance .or rejection of the 
proposed site. 
. The Common' Council has the unques,- 
tioned authority to accept or reject the 
project. 


Representatives of both the State HQUS- 


ing Commission and the Kingston Housing 
Authority will attend the hearing to answer 
questions. 


• Indications are that the hearing will be 
largely attended by both proponents and 
opponents of the development. 
: The project calls for the erection of two- 
story garden type apartments to be built on 
jseven acres of land in the Miller's Lane area 
in the 12ih Ward. The structures will 
cover about twenty per cent of the land anc 
the rest will have lawns, sidewalks and 
recreational areas. The program further 
includes the clearance of sub-standard struc- 
tures in a sector of the Ann street area in 
the 6th Ward. 


Opposition to the development has been 


expressed by residents in the area surround- 
ing Miller's Lane, who, among other things, 
claim that the project would tend to depre- 
ciate the existing values of the homes there; 
that It would deprive the city of norma] 
expansion in a fast growing area, which 
would bring added revenue to the city; that 
the development would tax the limited 
•chool facilities in that area. 


President Arthur A. Davis, Jr., of the 


Kingston Housing Authority, declares that 
there is a great opportunity and a great pos- 
sibility in the development for the city; there 
are rigid regulations for occupancy; the state 
and city will protect their interests through 
year-round supeivision and maintenance; 
many local tradesmen will be employed and 
'$1,200,000 will be spent. 


Senator Arthur H. Wicks asserts that if 


the project is built hez-e there will bs' 
burden on local taxpayers; the model of the 
project shows it to be an attractive garden- 
type development of brick construction; the 
argument about depreciating values of other 
proportios in the vicinity are the same as 
advanced about the Veterans Housing projr 
ect in the 2nd 'Ward and time has proved 
these fears groundless.

Parents often write to me, expressing a help- 


lessness in the face of the expertness of educational 
admjnlstratprs. The parents know what they desire 
In the matter of education, ''but seem to be up 
ngninst u'stone wall.' The richer citizens solve' their 
problem by sending their children'tp private (or in- 
dependent) schools, paying a double fee for .the edu- 
cation of'their young; those who cannot afford such 
luxuries have to accept whatever the public school^ 
give their children. Parents who object to a ma- 
terialistic, aniqral education' for their children have 
their pfiffl.cuitie's. 
. 


In Los Angeles, the school board has made sur- 


§rising progress in meeting this problem. 
On 
cptcrnber"1.6) the 'Board of Education adopted' a 


statement of policy from which I quote only three 
paragraphs, but those who are interested may obtain 
the 'full statement from the Los Angeles Board of 
Education. -The heart of, the statement is: 
"•The followers of Marxism and Hitlci'isrn have 


Jpng been 'trained in the philosophy of Godless nui- 
terlaJIsm and ruthless' totalitarianism for world 
conquest. The Communist'revolutionary leaders in 
every country today are the product of the Moscow 
schools for training In ideological warfare . . . 
these militant, undemocratic ideologies have gained 
power out of all proportion to their numbers be- 
cause their proponents had been skillfully educated 
ifi their principles and doctrines' based on class und 
race warfare.1 


"The schools of the democratic nations must, 


therefore, teach their future leaders the democratic 
point .of view which 'is based on pnorai and'spiritual 
cpn.copts. 
"We look to our educators to teach these con- 
cepts by"developing, in every, area of learning, the 
Simple basic principles of (a)—sound, moral stan- 
dards, (b)—faith in God, (c)—respect for human 
dignity."

The Los Angeles schools have actually intro- 


duced courses in spiritual values from the'kinder- 
garten to high school arid their outline of this'sub- 
ject, "School Publication No. 402," ought to be 
studied by .every school bpard in the United States. 


One 'of "flip weaknesses of our school system 
is that the fundamentally sound doctrine of the 
separation of' c'hurcl) and state has, in many.places, 
Keen interpreted to mean' separation of religion 
from learning.' In fact, the atheists have succeeded 
in gutting''a" decision from the United States S,u- 
preme Court .(McCplluni vs. Illinois) which justified 
.their cla'ini that God is'alien, under our system, to 
education.' However, Karl'Marx, Lenin, Lysenko 
and even Staljn are not alien. 
' The 'Los'Angeles school board, however, sets 
out to show'that certain truths are eternal, un- 
changing and universal. For instance, they take 
the golden rule and show its universality as follows: 
' ''Christianity: -All things'whatsoever ye would 
that men should do you, do ye 'even so to them; 
for this is the law and the prophets.'

''Christianity and Judasjm: 'Thou shalt love

EYESIGHT IN INDUSTRY 


In the examination of recruits for World War I, 


the recruit stood 20 feet away and had to identify 
letters of a certain size. Notwithstanding the fact 
that it was npt a, rifle shooting war to the extent of 
previous-wars, each eye had to be perfect before 
the recruit was accepted for overseas service. As 
the war continued, recruits were permitted to wear 
•glasses, and if they could recognize the same let- 
ters at 20 feet they were'accepted. 


When, however, an applicant for a position, in 


industry is having his eyesight tested, what is 
called the close,'or reading, test is used. The card 
with letters to be -recognized is placed 14 inches 
from the eyes. This would seem to be a fair test of 
the eyesight, but a logical reason ,for a phange in 
this method is now reported. 
In the "New Jersey MedjcaJ Association Jour- 


nal," Dr. H. Weltchek says that proper examination 
of vision for industrial purposes should include: (a) 
vision at 20 feet, '(b) vision at 14 inches and (c) vis- 
ion at working distance. 
: 
The vision at working distance is by far the most 


'important part of the examination. In many cases 
the vision at 20 feet (distance) and at 14 inches 
(hear) does not correspond to the vision at work- 
ing distance. "In doing industrial work, where fine 
or even gross work is done at a distance of 20 
inchos from the eye, it is useless to test vision for 
ordinary' 'nea_r' and attempt tp correct it by the 
usual correction for near vision (.14 inches)." • 


Other important points about vision in- industry 
are Kood lighting and safety devices to protect the 
eyes. 
In New Jersey, at the present time, there are now 
in progress five different studies on vision in various 
industries. By these studies much valuable material 
is being collected for th,e purpose of improving our 
present knowledge of vision in industry and develop- 
ing practices tp preserve and improve the vision of 
jn.diif<trial workers. This will mean more and better. 
production while conserving the vision.

The. periods following flie two 


World Wars are quite different in 
their .economic aspects. It is in- 
formative, it seems to me, to com- 
pare them, because the com- 
parisons illustrate the usefulness 
of contrary opinions.

steadily from January 1917 to the 
middle' of 1920. 'In mid-1920, gov- 
ernment bonds returned the1 extra- 
ordinary yield of over five and 
one-half per cent, while tpprgrade 
corporate bonds could be bought 
at price's to yield better than six 
per -cent. Even more striking were

In sum, the "expected" slump 


may well be postponed until opin- 
ipns have shifted to the thought 
that a new era has arrived and 
that the old days of boom and 
bust have gone forever.

of Linoleum 


Since one of the chief ingredi- 
ents of linoleum is linseed oil, al- 
kaline cleaners should be avoided. 
Kelther should abrasives be used 
—unless most sparingly on spots. 
Strong soaps should be avoided. 


Linoleum, when laid, should be 


either waxed or varnished so that 
the surface finish will be care- 
fully preserved, and the penetra- 
tion of water into the linoleum 
with rc.«u!tant deterioration, will 
bo prevented. 
The linoleum will 
also be more easy to keep clean if 
the surface Is not mnrrcd.

Belgrade, Yugoslavia, April 9 


K/B—Premier Marshal Tito defi- 
antly served notice • today that 
Yugoslavia feels free to deal eco- 
nomically with the west. 


Sun-tanned and dapper in a 


blue uniform, Tito spoke for two 
hours and 12 minutes before the 
Peoples' Front Congress in the 
great hall of suburban Topchi- 
dar's tree-lined—and well-guard- 
ed—park. 


It was his first major, address 


since New Year's Eve. Then he 
barked'harshly at the Cominforrri 
neighbors who 10 months ago de- 
nounced 'him for pursuing Na- 
tionalist and Trotskyite policies. 


Today, Tito hit back again. He 


was in an independent and defiant 
mood. He charged that Russia 
and her Soviet satellites in the

I received'a letter from C. W.. 


Serase, who is in Westminister 
.Veterans Hospital, London, On- 
tario. He asked me if I consider 
amateurs in.my' column, and my 
answer is that almost "everybody 
who is mentioned in my column is 
an amate'ur.' The fact .that one 
may have a rating as a good player 
does not take him completely out 
of'the amateur class. Any expert 
will tell you t that h'e revokes, 
trumps his oar'tner's ace, leads out 
of turn and' makes bad bids, just 
as everyone else does. 


Mr. Serase sent me today's hand. 


He said that the four players were 
using 'n hospital bed for a bridge 
table. He was a little bit late, get- 
ting over to the game, so he had 
to kibitz. South was a visitor, the 
girl friend of. the boy who was 
playing ' North. Mr. Serase was 
standing behind her when this 
hand was dealt, and to every- 
body's amazement, her first bid 
was four no trump.. He did not 
tell me whether North's response 
was actually a five club bid or a 
Blackwood bid, but in any event, 
the girl immediately went to six 
clubs. He asked for my comments 
on the bidding. 


It's tough to tell wounded vet- 


erans they were wrong, in their 
bidding. I will say, however, that 
the girl friend showed'great con- 
fidence in her boy friend when she 
bid six clubs. It.was fortunate that 
she did not go to six diamonds, but 
that might easily have been the 
correct contract.

Now I am going to leave myself 


wide open by,giving what I think 
would be the ^bidding of most 
experts on the hand. I think most 
of them with the South hand 
would open the bidding with one 
club. North then could bid either 
two clubs or one diamond, neither 
of which is a, strength-showing 
bid. 


Suppose that North bids a dia- 


mond. South could make a jump 
bid of two spades, and North 
would then bid three clubs. If 
they were using Blackwood, South j 
then- -should bid four no -trump,; 


and North's response would be 
five clubs. Now South could put 
the hand into six clubs, and they 
would be in exactly the same spot 
as our hospital friends.
